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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 21 and 22 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The subject matter, in lines 10 and 
1 1 of claim 21 and lines 1 2 ad 1 3 of claim 22, as now amended is not supported by the 
original specification and therefore, constitute New Matter. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 21 and 22 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding the claims, it is not clear whether the detector does not comprise a 
triggering and actuating component packaged in separate interchangeable modules. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 , 2, 1 5, 1 6, 21 and 22 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as 
being anticipated by Wilk (US Patent 5,487,706). 

The device of Wilk teaches the elements of the claimed invention including an 
enclosing shell (It should be noted that the box 12 of Wilk meets the broadest 
reasonable interpretation of the limitation "enclosing shell" especially since the box 12 
includes a cover/lid 14), a detection means (combination of 74, 76 ad 78; col. 4, par. 4), 
a microprocessor (programmer 50 inherently includes a microprocessor; col. 4, lines 19 
and 20 and par. 4) electrically connected to the detection means for generating a pre- 
programmed signal and a sound sense detectible signal generating means (82). It 
should be noted the detector does not comprise a triggering and actuating component 
packaged in separate interchangeable modules. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 3 is finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wilk in view of Miller et al. 
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Wilk teaches most of the elements of the claimed invention except for a light 
sense-detectable signal. Miller et al teaches that it is well known to use a light sense- 
detectable signal for an amusement device for the purpose of playing pranks. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate light as suggested by 
Miller in the device of Wilk for the reasons set forth above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-14 and 17-20 are finally allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
